The poor can thus be gained, and unless 
they are misled, no mob can be raised. I 
cannot enlarge on this particular: My let- 
ter is drawing to aclose. From what has 
been said, you will readily perceive that 
practical amalgamation is a peculiar feature 
in the system of American Slavery. How 
often has this charge been hurled at the 
abolitionists! Sir, I suffer no man to ap- 
proach me with such a falsehood in his mouth. 
I point him to our county towns and tell him, 
that one third part of the slave population 
arethe sons and daughters of white men, 
their brothers, their sisters, their’ nephews 
and nieces; and what is infinitely more crim- 
inal in the sight of God, they have been 
known to sell their own children. And no 
doubt, a business is made of it in many pla- 
ces. (This is easily accounted for.) The 
slaves and the poor white people are reduced 
to the condition of brutes—hence Amalga- 
mation. ; 

Dear Sir, I cannot enlarge on these sub- 
jects in this letter. I give it as my opinion, 
that,a majority of slaveholders are bad men, 
—soul drivers, as they are called, are the 
most infamous of human beings—steeped in 
crime. Abolition is gaining ground in Ma- 
ryland.

CELEBRATION. 

“The first Baptist Church in Providence, 
R. I. will celebrate its two hundredth anni- 
versary the next autumn. It was constitu- 
ted.in the times of ROGER WILLIAMS.” 

On seeing the foregoing statement in several 
papers, we have been moved to ask whether 
that old’ church has increased in wisdom as 
well as in stature? in purity and soundness 
of principle as well as in age? in richness of 
faith and good works as well as in wealth ? 

“If Roger Williams, who sought and enjoy- 
ed among nominal savages protection from the 
fury of the persecution which assailed him 
among the nominally civilized and Christian, 
should return and be present on the occasion 
referred to, would he be welcomed? or be 
driven away? We have some doubts on this 
point which we shall be glad to have resoly- 
ed. 

The occasions of vur doubt are that, on the 
spot where he preached a free and full gospel and 
universal philanthrophy and the doing of good 
unto all men, now are published “ Limitations 
of human responsbility”—where he embraced 
the colored man as a brother, the colored man 
is treated as scarcely having a soul, or any 
rights;—where he founded a Church, made 
up of the poor and outcast,a Church meets to 
celebrate its two hundredth anniversary, with- 
out sympathy forthe oppressed, and scowling 
sourly on those Baptist brethren who have pre- 
suméd to “ plead in the cause of all those who 
are appointed to destruction.” How would 
his pure spirit regard this “building of the 
tombs of the prophets and this garnishing 
of the sepulchres of the righteous,” while they 
who are doing such things condemn that class 
of his brethren who alone hold and advgcate | 
the great doctrines and principles he labored 
and suffered to defend and propagate ? 

Nay, what is infinitely more important, 
how does the GOD of Roger Williams, “ who 
will not be mocked,” regard such doings? 
Let us think much and solemnly aad prayer- 
fully and penitently on these things. Roger 
Williams was the father of the liberties we en- 
joy, but not the father of Slavery. We shall 
wait with some solicitude to know how the an- 
niversary will be “ celebrated” and what senti- 
ments will be avowed on the occasion. While 
penning these remarks we have receiveda 
letter from an intellectual, enlightened and de- 
voutly pious Baptist brother who is pastor of 
a church in New England, so many of whose 
members object io his preaching against rum- 
drinking and slavery thathe is unable consci- 
entiously to remain in his present station. 
We mourn over this corruption in our church- 
es, but we believe that God is about to purge 
it away and redeem His people. “aye 
FAITH IN Gop.”

A Committee of ten was then chosen, to 
designate the business proper to be transact- 
ed by the meeting: which commitiee subse- 
quently reported, 

That a Committee of one from each town 
represented in the Convention be chosen to 
recommend to innholders and retailers the 
course to be pursued by them in relation to 
the License Law : 

That a Committee be chosen to report 
resolutions expressive of the sense of the 
meeting in regard to said law, and to pre- 
pare an address to the people to be pub- 
lished at some future period : 

That a Committee be chosen te nomin- 
ate a Centrai Committee to consi of one 
from each town in the County—said com- 
mittee to perform all the duties usually as- 
signed to a County Committee. 

‘The report was accepted, and the com- 
mittees were chosen, ,whose several reports 
are as follows: 

The Committee on the subject of the 
course proper to be taken by innholders and 
retailers in relation to the License Law, 
reported as follows: 

That it is impracticable to comply with 
the License Law of 1838, and that it be 
recommended to all concerned to pursue 
the course heretofore usual in relation to the 
sale of spirituous liquors. 

Report accepted. 

The Committee on Resolutions present- 
ed the following :— 

Resolved, That this meeting, as good 
citizens, have every disposition to obey the 
laws of the Commonwealth: at the same 
time they would recognise and assert the 
right, in all proper ways, to attempt a cor- 
rection of the errors and ‘abuses of legisla- 
tion.” 


This meeting was called by several of the 
inhabitants of Concord among whom were 
three “ Selectmen” who, the Editor of the 
Freeman says, “request us to state, to correct 
misapprehension, that in putting their names 
to a call for a meeting held on the 18th inst. 
they did not use, or intend to use, the name or 
authority of the town.” 

We are glad that, as this implies, the leaven 
of decent principles is at work in Concord.— 
May it “ leaven the whole lump.” 

Leaving the reader to his own reflections on 
the other resolutions, we ask him to observe 
particularly twoor three, one of which de- 
clares the determination of these rumsellers to 
persist in selling as“ heretofore,” i. e. in vend- 
ing small as well as large quantities, in defi- 
ance of the law; notwithstanding they after- 
wards say “that, as good citizens, they have 
every disposition to obey the laws ” &c. Ex- 
cellent citizens! undoubtedly, yet they would 
not, in Shakspear’s phrase, “’Scape being 
drunk for want of wine;” but prefer th 2 
old way of getting out of a drunken WRO% 
come sober again by drinking still more deeply; 
the one mode being “ impracticable,” the other 
very feasible and withal more agreeable to 
the appetite. A gentleman, who was in Low- 
ell the next day after the meeting at Concord, 
informs us that the bar-keeper of a very promi- 
nent officer of the “ Liberal Convention” was 
that day tried before the Police court on the 
charge of having violated the Law. What bet- 
ter proof can we desire of that gentleman’s 
sincerity on two points—firs¢t that he considers 
compliance with the law “impracticable ;” 
and 2ndly that he has every disposition to obey 
the law. Query—how many dispositions are 
necessary to obedience of a law? Answer— 
one to disobey and one to obey, scrupulously 
preserving the order in which the two resolu- 
tions were passed. Many a tipler has done 
both these things—first getting drunk, and

Buena, Stewart Town, New Birmingham, 
Salter’s Hill, and Bethlephil, in the County of 
Cornwall. 

“A Chapel is being built at Green Island ; 
those at Old Harbour, and Refuge, have been 
recently enlarged—those at St. Ann’s Bay, 
Brown’s Town, Spanish Town, Passage Port, 
Rio Bueno, Stewart Town, and Bethlephil are 
being enlarged; and those at Sligo Ville, and 
Waldensia, are about to be. 

‘** At the following places Chapels are great- 
ly needed; worship, at present, being conduct- 
ed either in decayed chapels, temporary sheds, 
or houses.”

held its annual meeting on Wednesday, the 
12th inst. The Rev. G. Robins in the chair. 
‘ report was read by bro. Wooster, 
the Secretary. From this, it appears, that the 
whole number of beneficiaries who have eo-

ganization, is forty-four, Of this number, so 
far as can now be ascertained, sixteen are set- 
tled as pastors in this State, in Massachusetts, 
and New York. Four have devoted them- 
selves to the cause of missions, brother Skin- 
ner in Africa, Vinton in Burmab, Pasco in 
Greece, and Griffing in the territory of Wis. 
consin. Seven are still under 

of the Society, and of the-rest, some have gone 
to give an acount of their stewardship, and the 
residue are not known. 

The present number of beneficiaries is sey- 
en: two at the Hamilton Literary and Theo. 
logical Institution, N. Y., one at Brown Uni. 
versity, R. I., one at the Wesleyan Universi. 
ty, Middletown ; and three at the Connecticut 
Literary Institution. We are almost ashamed 
to say that only $202,50 have been collected 
the past year in aid of this Society, which

SUBSEQUENT DOINGS. 

The subject of the Connecticut Literary In- 
stitution was now brought up, and the impor- 
tance of aiding it by contributions, was urged 
upon the brethren. Much needs to be done 
to perfect the buildings and general accommo- 
dations of the Institution, procuring a library, 
and making other improvements, It was 
mentioned that a petition for a grant of mon- 





ey had been made tothe Legislature of the 
State, at its last session, and that it was laid 
over for consideration next year. It will 
therefore come up in the order of business at 
the next session of the Legislature. The im- 
portance of getting up petitions on this sub- 
ject from all parts of the State to be presented 
to the Legislature, was urged upon the atten- 
tion of the body. While the propriety of this 
was admitted, it was suggested that in the 
mean time we should do something ourselves 
for the benefit of the Institution. Bro. Cha’s. 
W. Denison of N. Y. then proposed to he one 
of a hundred to make up one thousand dollars 
for this purpose, provided the whole could be 
raised. Another brother seconded the motion, 
and the matter was immediately taken up 
with great spirit, and twenty-seven shares, for 
individuals and churches, were taken up on 
the spot. Here, then, $270 have been pledged 
asa beginning. It was then resolved. to pre- 
sent the subject to individuals and churches, 
and raise the whole sum by August next, and 
a committee, consisting of the Rev. Henry 
Wooster, of Deep River, Albert Day, Esq. 
Hartford, and Russel Jennings, Norwich, was 
appointed to carry this measure into effect, 

We hope our brethren in Connecticut will 
enter on this good work with greater zeal and 
efliciency than they have done in Timgs past.
